Being at first somewhat prejudiced against Mazola, it gives me real pleasure to tell 
you about the things I have learned to make with it. I started first using Mazola in my 
bread in place of butter and lard, and found that it gave it a specially nice crust, beautifully 
£<flften brown. Next, I tried waffles and found them very successful as well as much more 
economical than by the butter shortening method. My cakes made with Mazola are truly 
famous in my neighborhood, especially my ginger breads, and Devil's Food Cake, which 
I make with a marshmallow icing. 
I like it for pan frying too, and for making quick mayonnaise. I use my Mazola 
mayonnaise as a basis for Hollandaise Sauce, Thousand Island and Russian Dressing, 
Tartar Sauce and, diluted one-half with whipped cream, as a dressing for fruit salads.

To this mixture add Va cup of pineapple juice, 
Va cup orange juice and I teaspoon o f lem on juice, and 2 tablespoons of 
Mazola. Cook until thick over hot water. T hen add I Va cups of grated pine­ 
apple. Line a pie plate with Mazola pie crust, brush with Mazola to prevent 
stak in g and pour in the filling. M oisten the edges of the crust with water. 
Cover w ith pastry. Bake IO minutes in a hot oven 450 F. and then 25 
minutes in 350 F. 
I make my Mazola pie crust by working */♦ cup of Mazola into 2 cups of sifted pastry 
flour and hi teaspoon of salt I mix this quickly with a knife and add only just enough iced 
water to hold the dough together (about Va cup).

C ontinuing h er lectures on tho 
early astronom ers and the great 
work they perform ed In laying the 
groundw ork for present day ob­ 
servations and theories, Jennie L asr 
by Teesm ann, astronom er and pro ­ 
fessor of astronom er in the S anta 
Ana Junior college, spoke last night 
over KREG. 
H er lecture, In part, was as fol­ 
lows: 


FIRM TILK TOPICS 
HIED BY RFI 


Alfred Noyes, in his great poem 
on 
early 
astronom y, 
called 
the 
"Torch B earers," uses th is refrain 
m any tim es: 
“H e was a g reat m agician, was 
Tycho 
Brob».” 
And 
Noyes 
w as 
right for w ith the m agic of his p er­ 
sonality Tycho B rohe won the in ­ 
terest and support of kings and 
princes for hi» favorite hobby. W ith 
this support he changed the specu­ 
lation and desultory pursuit of a s ­ 
tronom y Into a scientific «tudy of 
the phenom ena of the sky. 
W hen Tycho was 30 years of age 
his reputation and his charm so in­ 
fluenced the king of D enm ark th at 
he gave to the astronom er 
the 
Island of H reen Just outside the 
harbor of C openhagen and a m ag ­ 
nificent Income w ith which to build 
an observatory. 
Tycho proceeded 
to build the first great observatory 
of Europe and one which will long 
be one of the glories of astronom y. 
It w as here th a t m odern observa­ 
tional astronom y began. 
Shortly afte r the erection of this 
observatory w ith Its Improved in­ 
strum ents a brilliant comet ap p ear­ 
ed. 
As a resu lt of the observations 
made, it w as found th a t it was too 
Tar aw ay to belong to the atm o s­ 
phere of the e a rth and th at it cam e 
from far out In space to a point 
fairly near th e sun and then re ­ 
ceded which destroyed the old be­ 
lief th a t the p lanets moved In solid, 
crystalline spheres and show ed th at 
the earth w as not Incased In a part 
of space but th a t space was open. 
Tycho could not accept the belief 
th at the sun w as the center of the 
solar system as the theology of the 
day but declared the earth held th at 
im portant place, so Tycho, knowing 
th a t observations proved th at the 
planets revolved about 
the 
sun, 
comprom ised. 
H e held th a t the sun 
revolved about the earth as did the 
moon b ut the planets revolved about

5150 after coring through the oil 
formation to a hard shale without 
finding any evidence of water In 
the formation. Oil men assert that 
it prove* 
conclusively 
that edge 
conditions do not 
occur 
at 
the 
Barnsdall well, a condition predict­ 
ed by many operators in case the 
oil formation should be found at 
the Barnsdall. 
The well is 
on 
the 
Newland- 
Borchard tract owned by 
W. 
T. 
Newland, of Huntington Beach, and 
l* o Borchard of Santa Ana. Th# 
Barnsdall company has been 
tak­ 
ing the cores away as fast as they 
were taken from the core barrel and 
is maintaining secrecy in regard to 
its discovery, so that any informa­ 
tion obtained about the well comes 
from field scouts 
and 
spectators, 
as the crew keeps the doors to the 
dog house locked and the doors to 
the derrick floor fastened on the 
inside. Since news of the discovery 
of an oil formation became public, 
Barnsdall employee have been more 
secretive than ever. 
The use of the 
reamer 
bit 
to 
straighten the walls of the 
hole 
after continuous coring would indi­ 
cate that the company is going to 
set casing or continue to core deep­ 
er. As no casing has arrived at the 
well up to this morning, it 
looks 
like the Barnsdall company would 
go on down with the well.

How many men are without jobs today? 
Nobody knows. 
With all the efforts we are making this winter to solve the problem 
of unemployment, nobody knows exactly what the problem is. 
The same lack of information constantly hampered the 1921 
Conference on Unemployment, of which Mr. Hoover was chair­ 
man. 
Every committee of that Conference, every sub-committee, 
and finally the Conference itself, reported that little could be 
accomplished because there was no statistical basis upon which to 
begin. 
“Nor is this the first occasion.’’ the report concludes, “when 
public conferences have been embarrassed by a lack of such 
necessary' facts." 
Nor was it the last occasion. 
For in January and February 
of 1928, when so many men lost their jobs that the United States 
Senate was stirred to days of discussion, no dependable statistics 
whatever were available for the total volume of unemployment. 
At that time the Department of Labor declared that it had 
‘ no informaion whatever concerning the numbers unemployed at 
this time or any other time." 
Later on. it is true, the Secretary of Labor made a long 
report to the Senate, which was widely interpreted to mean that 
there were in the United States only 1,874,050 unemployed men 
and women. 
Actually, the secretary gave no statistics whatever 
concerning the unemployed. 
He had none to give. 
At that lime, estimates ran all the way from 2,000,000 to 
7,000,000. 
Some Democrats said the number was appalling; some 
Republicans said they didn't think so. 
Both parties seemed to 
have their eyes on the coming election, which loomed everywhere, 
instead of on reliable statistics, which loomed nowhere. 
Yet, with the aid of a national system of employment ex­ 
changes, we can obtain the necessary information at a trifling 
cost. 
Trifling, at least, compared with the billions that are lost in 
every big business slump!
